ABSTRACT 


A Billiard, Pool or Snooker Cue shaft section, characterized by the small 
tapered end to which a leather cue tip is affixed. The leather tipped 
shaft section is stiffened and held from warping by incorporating 
multiple opposing inlays. A major benefit as a result of the opposing 
inlays is the Cue assembly can be held in any manner with no concern 
to the rotation position of the shaft, for consistent striking action. The 
integrity of the solid wood core is enhanced. 
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
